With reference to the May Festival to be
given by Mr. Carl Retter st Mechanical
Hall npext Spring, as snsounced in this
column last Sunday, the following telegram
was received last night from Mr Retter,
who bas bees in New York to engage attrac-
tions:

*I have made arrangements for the entire
plant of the Festival to be given in New
York the first week 1n May, 1891 for the
dedieation of the new Musie Hall built by
Carpegie, This will include the complete
Metropolitan Opera House Orchestra snd
all the principal solo artists,”

Ingsmuch as the new Music Hall alluded
tois expected to be one of New York's mu-
sieal lious in chief and as the Festival tor
its dedication is being planped upon the
maguifeent soale befitting such 2n oceasion,
Pitwburg may rest content at the prospect
of naviog thut event duplicated here. Our
May Festival of 1591 promises to be indeed
s worthy elimax to u season that opens with

Lust Tuesday eveoiog Messrs, Henrieks
& Webster's artistically promising *‘Star
Course™ gt Carnegie Hall Allegheny, was
opened by Viadimir de Pachman, the emi-

This time, as on his former nppearance
lust spring, the Polish player confined his
programme exclusively to the works of

Frederie Chopin, the grestest of those tone-
poets by whom the piano has been proferred
ns their wediom of expression, Tuesday’s
progrumme, however, was [ramed on broader

lines than prevailed before. Five of its ten

unmbers  represented  with  unupsual
fullpess Chopin®s more robust snd heroie
woods—whal mny be callea the mesculine
£ide ol his charncter, us distingushed from
the feminine side shown in thoee of his

works most sfiected by school girls and
parlor pianists. Three of these broader
works—ihe =uperh Polonaise-Fautaisie, op,

til, the briiliant Allegro de Conoert, op. 46,
sud the wpoble, dizuified Faotaisie in F
minor, op. 49—are very seldom seen on con-
cert programmen, The other two—the A
flut Ballade and the **Military® Polonaise—

are quite familiar,

The programme’s promise that at last we
shiould bave the vail drawn aside and re-
ceive a fall revelation of the noblest work
ol this populariy misundersiood composer,
ecannot, however, be said 1o Lave been fuliy
reslized in the performance. Un first hear-
ing Mr. Pachman Jlast spring, it was said
that bis limitations seemed o Lie in this very
direotion of broad, elevated, sustained
power. The performance in question con-
firmed thet question,

Sowme Apparent Weaknesses.

Leaving out the Polonaise-Fantaisie,
which the writer could not-get to hear, Mr.
Pachman's interpretations of the other
works pawed were all somewhat deficient in
those very qualities which distingunish tlem
from the comwoun phases of Chopin's muse,
That great, passionate climax of the Bal-

lade, for instance, quite failed of
its thrilling effect; 1t was  techni-
cally refiued down to the wanish-
ing  point, aud just where the

strong. pilsing emotions shoald aeall for the
last reserves o foree, there would come o
dissolving view of passion petering out into
prettiness. On the other hand, in the latter
part of F winor Fantaisie, where the fervid
brilliance oi the passage work is interrupted
by the massive phruses in strougly barmon-
iged chords, Mr. Pachman sttacked those
chords with & fury that chaoged their force-
ful virility into & ferocious jumble. The
ilitary polonsise was the best done, among
ger works.

The Poco a Poco Orchestra.

Apropos of Dr. Walters, it is & pleasure
to be able to correct the erroneouns intima-
tion given last week that the Pooo
& Poco Orchestra, with which the g'enfll
physician  and his  talented  wife
have been so0 prominently identified,
had disbanded. The error grew easily out
of the fact that the orchesira has not until
within a few days had any prospectof a hall
in the East End in which to give its con-
ceris, and was, therefore, unable to arrange
for its ususl series or to eanlist associate
members ‘or the season.,

The difficulty was increased by the ab-
sence of Dr. and Mrs, Walters in Europe
until late in the fsll. But, nevertheless,
the orchestra did reassemble some two
mwonths ago and began, under Mr. O. B,
Stelzver, the regular rehearsals which are
now being continued with Directress Wal-
ters at the stand. All the old members
have come back and some new ones bring
the present amateur membership up to 25 or
80, which number is, of course, increased by
professionals on coucert occasions. So the
orchestra was never in a more flourishing
condition internally, and it expects to give
external manifestatiouns of its efficient con-
dition by opening the new Masonio Hall,
now building on Collins avenue, and €x-
pected to be complete soon after the Holi-
days.

Vested Women In the Cholr,

Tae Disparcu has often deplored the
revival in our Episcopal churches of that
ecclesiastieal polity which forbade women
to be heard in the conduet of puklic worship,
even as choristers. The gradual introduoe-
tion o! boy-choirs has banished from most
of the churches of that denomination the
very voices which are best qualified, on
artistic and other grounds, to “‘sing with
the beart.”™

It is, therefore, with unfeigned pleasure
that the announcement is now made that
8t Peter's Church is about to restore
woman to her rightful plaece in the choir.

But the new rezime will differ from the
old. Iustend of being cooped up in a stufly
choir loft, the women will now be permitted
1o march solemnly up theaisle with the boys
and men and take their places in the
chancel asan integral partof the ministe-
rial force. They will be elad in flowing
vestments, somewhsat like the present
surplice, and will wear some kind of s uni-
form cap, probably in the likeness of the
academic “‘mortar board,”

There will be eight to 8 dozen of the
feminioe contingent, making a fair balance
for the 20 boys and 8 men now composing
this choir. Organist and Choir Master W.
V. Dermitt expects to have the new plan go
into effect on Christmas Day snd continue
permanently thereafier,

The employment of women in wested
choirs has been a topic much discussed by
church papers in late years The experi-
ment has been most snecesginlly inaugurated
in Melbourne, Australia, and has been tried
in some few English ehurches. No American
church, s far as the writer knows, has fol-
lowed suit. It is eminently sppropriate that
thvis new policy in Pitisburg should be
started by the same churck which some
g;;!-s ago began the present regime of boy

irs.
